PENSION FRAUDS. 


$100,000 Stolen by the Late Commis- 
sioner. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The house 
committee on inval d pensions brought 
to light to-day a swindling operation in 
the pension office, which for magnitude 
exceeds anything that the investigating 
commiitees of the present congress have 
yet developed. Mr. Jenks, of Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the committee, and 
Mr. Rice, of Ohio, have been particular- 
ly energetic in unearthing these frauds, 
and itis believed that the present ex- 
posure is only the first revelation of a 
systematic course of robbery which has 
existed in the pengion office for years. 

Henry von Aernam,of New York,was 
commissioner of pensions from 1869 until 
sometime in 1871. During his adminis- 
tration of the office C. W. Seaton, of 
Albany, was chief clerk,and Mr. Seaton’s 
testimony to-day substantiated the cir- 
cumstantial evidence that has been in 
possession of the committee for some 
time. When Von Aernam was commis- 
sioner 2,300 dormant bounty land war- 
rants for 160 acres of landeach had ac- 
cumulated in the office, being the war- 
rants of persons who were dead or had 
forfeited them otherwise. The regula- 
tions of. the office prevent any one ,em- 
ployed ‘herein from giving any informa- 
tion asto the number of persons in whose 
names these dormant warrants exist. At 
this time there were three 
lawyers named Cheney (of Orange, 
Mass ), Van Meter (of Lyon, N. Y.) and 
Hill (of Dunkirk, N. Y.) engaged in the 
prosecution of Ciaims against the gevern- 
ment in Washington. Von Aeraam was 
the intimate frieod of this legal trio, and 
documentary evidence in the possession 
of the committee shows that he gave the 
lawyers the information on which the 
swindle was perpetrated.

Seaton testitied that he in- 
vestigated 100 of these warrants after 
they were issued and found them all 
fraudulent, proving, conclusively, that 
in no instance did the proceeds of the 
sale of warrants go to the persons to 
whom they rightfully beionged. The 
entire 2,300 spurious warrants: were is- 
sued within one year.

Ferdinand Freiligrath was buried ia 
the cemetery at Cannstadt, near Stutt- 
gart, on the 21st instant. An enormous 
multitude formed an almost intermina- 
ble procession, which followed the 
hearse, covered with flowers, wreaths 
and palms, to the place of its last aesti- 
nation. ; 
UNIVERSAL SYMPATHY. 
From all parts of Germany tLe mourn- 
ers had assembled, from every quarter 
the most touching sympathy had been 
manifested. 
The famous publishing house of Cotta 
the Augsburg Algemeine Zeitung, the 
Franklin Gazette, the Gartsenlaube, the 
Frankfort Journalistic Society, the Vi- 
enna Concordia, and innumerable liter- 
ary bodies were represented either 
through members or rich floral gifts, 
while thousands of private individuals, 
prompted merely by their own feelings, 
joined the funeral procession. 
THE PEOPLE'S PARTY MOURNING 
The grave was surrounded by Ludwig 
Pfau, Otto Mueller, J. G. Fi.cher, Prof. 
Lubke, Schmidt Weissenfels and many 
other leaders of the people’s party 
mourning their irreparable loss. 
THE FUNERAL SERMON. 


Minister Herrle, of Cannstadt, 
preached the funeral sermon, and was 
followed by Cari Mayer, who, in the 
naine of the people’s party, bade the be- 
loved dead the last farewell. 

CARL MAYER’S FAREWELL ADDRESS. 
liis oration made a powerful impres. 
sion. Hespoke of the poet’s faithful 
and devoted labors, and pictured in 
glowing colors how the freedom and 
unity of his fatherland had always been 
his highest ideal. He called him a man 
anda hero, firm and sirong like the 
knotty oaks of his Cheruskean home; a 
powerful master of his language; a 
skillful sculptor of new forms, and a 
discoverer of new zones for German po- 
etry. He closed as follows: 

THE UNIVERSAL SPRINGTIME. 

“Oh that all laurels with which the 
nati ns of the earth adcrn the brows of 
their favorites were as pure as his, tc 
which no drop of blood ever cluny! 
Then there would come that spring time 
of nations of which he prophetically 
sang, that spring time in which his genial 
heart believed, when Orient and Occi- 
dent would fraternally dwell together in 
perfect harmony; then Germania would 
stand highest among all the nations 
of the globe in eternal ideal freedom! 


THE POET'S MEMORY SACRED. 


“But, however high her eagles may 
soar, the name of Freiligrath will ever be 
called among the best of hersons. Heis 
a genuine ornament of our nation, a pre- 
cious jewel in the crown of German poe- 
try. Farewell, noble and free spirit; 
farewell, our dearest friend, thou friend 
of our people, thou sweet singer, thou 
majestic seer, farewell. As long as a 
German heart beats on §this globe, as 
long as a noble and free soul dwells here, 
thy memory will be sacred to the end of 
time.” 

THE LAST SICKNESS. 

Freiligrath’s health had been impaired 
for a long time previous to his demise. 
He had been suffering from bypertrophy 
of the heart; his heart had attained dou- 
ble the natural size. Freiligrath died 
because his heart was too large. The 
people of Detmold, his native city, were 
anxious to have his remains buried there, 
under the shadow of the Herman monu- 
ment, but they yielded tothe wish the 
poet had often expressed, to be buried in 
Gannstadt, where he had resided a long 
time. 
Freiligrath stands second to nope in 
the affections of the German people, and 
he will remain their favoriteas lung as 
the German language lives, despite his 
own gloomy forebudings, that inspired, 
over the grave of his brother poet 
Grabbe, these lines: 


Alone the t lives—alone he dies; 
Cain-like, he bears the isolating brand 
Upon his brow ofsorrow. True, his hand 
Is pure from biood guilt, but in humzin cyes 
His is a darker crime than that of Cain-- 
Rebellion against social wrongs and law!

GEORGIA. 


Au interview With the Present Gev- 
erner of Georgia. 


Detroit Correspondent of The Evening 
News. 


GOV. JAMES MILTON SMITH. 


I found himin his office in the state 
house,and was cordially received The gov 
ernor is a man of about 60, stands about 
five feet ten inches in his boots and will 
certainly bring down the scales at 240 
ibs. He isa resident of Columbus, on 
the Alabama line, but during his term of 
Office resides at the capital. At the 
breaking out of the war he took the field 
as colunel of the 13th Georgia infantry, 
and one of his first experiences was a 
desperate encounter with the 8th M.chi- 
gan tro p, he found them “‘obstinate 
fellows.” ®Buthe has observed that the 
best fighters make the best friends after 
the contest is over, and he was tully 
prepared to hear that Méthigan enter- 
tained none but the kindliest feeling to- 
ward the south. 

Subsequently Col. Smith served in 
Gen. Ewell’s corps in Virginia, and par- 
ticipated in seyeral memorable engage- 
meuts, including Antietam and Gettys- 
burg. The invasion of Pennsylvania, 
which culminated in the contest at Get- 
tysburg he says, was uaodertaken solely 
out of deference to public opinion. The 
southerners were getting tired of having 
all the fighting done on their own soil, 
and clamored forthe removal of the seat 
of war to the loyal states. Gen. Lee yield- 
ed. Had Stonewall Jackson lived he 
would doubtless have opposed the pro- 
ject, and as he had great influence he 
might have prevented it. Although the 
confederates were compelled speedily to 
retire into Virginia Governor Smith does 
not regard the affair at Gettysburg asa 
decisive battle in any sense. At the 
close of the first day’s fight had Ewell 
pushed on, the result might have been 
wholly different, but his men were ex- 
hausted and he suspended conflict. Next 
day such an array of artillery was op- 
posed to them that no power on earth 
could uave withstood it. 
In the fall of 1863 Col. Smith resigned 
his commission on account of failing 
health and was at once elected toa seat 
in the confederate congress where he sat, 
up to the very last. ‘‘Governor,” I asked, 
‘at what time did you begin to despair, 
of the success ef yeur cause?” 
“Oh, some time before the fighting 
ceased—a year before. In fact, the re- 
pulse at Gettysburg and the loss of 
Vickburg were terrible bluws to the 
south, but still we thought it possible that 
they might be recovered from, but they 
never were. We saw the war was a 
faijure, but we were unable to see how 
we could drop it, and so were compelled 
to fight on long after we ceased to have 
any hopes of success.” 
*‘What is your opinion now on the 
great questions which the war sought to 
settle?” 
‘‘T regard the indissolubleness of the 
union as settled forever. Secession was 
a mistake. Even had is succeeded I now 
see that it would net have been five years 
before there would have been further 
secessions within the confederate states. 
[he states west of the Mississippi could 
never have got on long with those east.” 
‘*What about the slavery question?” 
‘*‘Well, the loss of the slaves was a 
severe blow to thesouth. Still we should 
be just as well off without them were the 
negro race less indolent and unreliable. 
We cannot get work out of them now 
they are free. A map may employ 
nigzers and plant hiscrop, but he has 
not the slightest assurance that he will 
ever gather it. Ir his hands choose not 
to work he is at their mercy, and tuey 
are just as liable to abandon their en- 
gagements at acritical time as at any 
otuer. They are constitutionally an idle, 
thriftless race, always depending on the 
whites for everything, and it will take a 
century of education before they can be 
brought up to the standard that will make 
them in any deyree useful members of 
the community.” 
‘‘lo what extent did Georgia suffer 
from the war in comparison with the 
other southern states?” 
*‘Quite as much as any. Besides Sher- 
man’s march through it in 1864, it was 
exposed to several cavalry raids, in 
which broad swathes of country, often 
twenty miles wide, were devastated.” 
‘‘How does she compare with other 
southern statees in recuperative energy ?” 
‘She surpassed ail of them. Georgia 
to-day is developing her resources and 
increasing her population more rapidiy 
than eyer before.

not granted by the constitution, but 
existed independent of it, and which 
the states alone had the right to vindi- 
cate, and it was not charged that they 
were assailed on acccunt of the race or 
color. Oce cr two counts did place the 
charge on account of race or couor, 
but they were so yague and general 
in other respects as to be totally tansus 
tainable, No question of the unconsii- 
tutionality of the sixih section was 
raised, the indictments being defective. 

On the same day’ the court decided 
the Kentucky case, in which two white 
men were indicted for refusing the vote 
of a negro because he did not present 
proof that he had paid tle tax as requir- 
ed by the laws of Kentucky. In th’s 
case the third and fourth sections were 
held to be unconstitutional, because | 
general in their character, and not con- 
fined to the hindrance or prevention of 
the parties’ mght to vote on account of 
race or color. 

The specific and fundamental idea of 
these decisions, says the intelligent 
Wash.ngton correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, is that murders, 
robberies, conspiracies and all other 
crimes committed by one individual 
against another in a state are punishable 
by the laws of the state and not by 
the laws of the Uuited States, unless 
committed by reason cf the race or color 
of the party against whom tbey are 
committed, in which case the infer- 
ence from the decis on would seem to be 
thas they are punishable by the laws of 
the United States, if proper laws to that 
effect are enacted. This of course, does 
not relate to every species of oifense, 
but only to those which affect the fun 
gamental rights of the citizens guaran- 
teed by the constitution, including the 
recent amendments. 

It is nut claimed that these tardy decis~ 
ions go as far as they should, but they 
are ut least an important advance in the 
right direction. They have created, says 
the Courier-Journal’s correspondent, a 
marked sensation in Washington, and 
really mark an epoch io the history of 
the court and American politics. The 
advent of a democratic house of repres- 
entatives and the improved tone of pub- 
lic sentiment, have impelled the court 
to do what it could pot longer decently 
avoid doing.
